Draft 2. 

In Appendix B, you insert a printout of your textbase structure. 

Open your textbase/database. 

Go to "maintain" and click on "edit textbase structure". Look for the "print structure" button. 

click on it. A print window will open. Look for the "print to file" box. Click that box to put a 

checkmark in it. Say "OK". A "Save File As" window will open. Look for Filename, and 

name your file "deanstr" or similar, and click on save. 

Then go to your word processor, find (whateveryounamedyourfile), open it, and cut-and- 

paste it into appendix B.
